Curing the flight it proved difficult to obtain 
a precise passage over ocean station November sod only one Duckbut 
could he picked up with the A.D.F, The resalt of this was that nav- 
igation relied entirely on celestial and finally with Midway radio 
beacon. Since daybreak arrived while still having nearly 1,000 miles 
to go, it became Impossible to estiiualv an accurate time of arrival. 
This problem could he overcome by arriving at the destination point 
before daybreak. Pilot error during letdown resulted In the ever- 
heating of the AC generator. 


4. ri*iajT PLANNING. For navigation, taw stars were used exclusively 
for the first two hours of flight to give alternate speed and course 
lines, Doubt as to sextant error could have been erased earlier by 
selecting stars with opposite azimuths far both speed and course lines*
